Petitioner, Walker Digital LLC, having a mailing address of 1 High Ridge Park, Stamford, 
CT 06905, is the owner of a number of applications pending in the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office (PTO), including the applications listed in Exhibit A attached hereto. For 
each of the applications identified in Exhibit A, and in all other applications owned by 
Petitioner, Petitioner properly and in good faith established status as a small entity. Also 
attached, as Exhibit B, is a marked-up copy of Petitioner's deposit account statements 
showing all small entity fees paid between July 1 and November 30, 1999. 

Petitioner has recently determined that, as of July 1, 1999, it no longer desires to claim status 
as a small entity. This determination was made in December 1999, and as of December 1, 
1999, Petitioner has paid fees as a large entity. Pursuant to 37 CFR §1 .28(c) Petitioner 
hereby petitions the PTO to accept retroactive payment of fees for fees paid as a small entity 
between July 1, 1999 and November 30, 1999. 

Petitioner's continued payment of small entity fees between July 1, 1999 and November 30, 
1999 was performed without any deceptive intent and in good faith. The entire delay 
between Petitioner's change of status and the filing of this petition was unintentional. 
Petitioner is making this petition promptly after becoming aware of the desire to change 
status and after receipt of Petitioner's deposit account statement for November 1999. 

Petitioner seeks to pay retroactive fees for each of the applications listed in Exhibit A, and 
provides herewith a Fee Payment Authorization authorizing a fee payment from Petitioner's 
deposit account for each application, identifying the serial number, date of original fee 
payment, and the amount for which Petitioner seeks to pay a retroactive fee. The total 
retroactive fee to be paid is $72,098.00. Petitioner hereby authorizes the PTO to charge a 
petition fee under 37 CFR §1.17 of $130.00 and any other fees which may be due in 
connection with this Petition to Deposit Account No. 50-0271 . This petition is provided in 
duplicate.
